DX standards in the AIPA and also concerning the unusual in DX which 
until now has not been discussed in detail in our AIFA bulletin. Yours , 
truly will conduct: the column; its success depends upon your cO=oper= 
ation and aid. 

In future columns ue shall discuss in this space unusyal phenomena 
and its relation to’DX, Wdé ‘shall attempt to arrive at some definite 
conclusions rather than ‘make haphazard guesses as to the whys and 
wherefores of unusual DX; for example, why skip shifts in‘ clearly 
defined patterns, why certain types of weather seem to make Skip or 
trops more feasable, why certain areas of the country are better for 
certain types of DX. All of these have been discussed before, however 
no cefinite statements can be made until there is a sufficient amount 
of information to arrive at a conclusion. We shall also bring to light 
ated subjects such as verifications, station counting, etc., and 

ttempt to’standardize our methods, thereby building more unity and 
gat ic tack on among the members of the AIPA if possible. 

In the beginning and as long as this. column exists your help will 
be solicited. Your contributions will help ug to arrive at definite. 
conclusions and your experience and information will‘help us to provide 
stauidards which are acceptable. Many of our members including myself 
ar? presently in attendance in college and have little or no time to 
ecabtribute except during the summer... However, if you take the time to 
heip. out when a spare moment. arises, it will provide a better column 
and you will feel that you are more a part of it. It is our goal then 
to provide material here for both the veteran DXer and the newcomer to 
the hobby.

Cur first topic shall be verifications. 

As most of the veteran Dxers realize, a verification is generally. Tre= 
garded as acceptable proof of reception: of a station. However, in 
resent years a great deal of conflict has arisen over station veries. 
At the.recent AIPA convention, most of the-members became involved in 
sone hot. argument over what constitutes a true verification. In the 
rast a photo has been regarded as the strongest proof, however as was 
pointed out, a photo does have limitations as does a recording of the 
BILL But , still the most etronety. contested ‘problem seems to relate 
to the letter verification. ° 

When a DXer receives a station and cannot verify by photograph or 
recording, it.is most’ logical to write to the station giving them 
the content of the. programs. the advertising received, and the time 
reesived.~ About 90% of the stations’will reply, most of them sending 

cut a typed: letter or QSL card. Some statiors reply by sending only a 
"Shank you" type card or letter, others send out form Yetters with the 
tine of reception filled in; ‘but most send cut a letter or Q5L stating 
definite confirmation. The latter are generally regarded as definite 
rroof. The former method, the "thenk you" card or letter, has come into 
conflict mainly because the station ‘has not stated definitely whether 
cr not they have checked their prOgred Logs as to the accuracy of the 
DX report... 

We ghall-continue on this topic next time. However, how shall we 
regard these classes of repliés from the stations- please send me your 
rpinions$ Also, next time we shall proceed to discuss the proper form 
and method in. writing | for verification. weeps
